| PERSONAL SKETCHES oF DISTIN— 
GUISHED MEN OF THE SouTHERN BaP. 


TIst *GONVENTION. 
REV. A. M. POINDEXTER, D. D., OF YIR- 
| GINIA. | 


Dr. Poindexter was born in Bertie 
county, N. C., and is a half-brother of 
that old man eloquent, Rev. W. H. Jor- 
dan,now a pastor in Sumter, S.C He 
was educated at Columbian College, 
Washington, and is considered one of 
the soundest theologians in the denom- 
ination, to which heis an honor. Dr. 
Poindexter is very deaf, but as was the 
case with John Milton, who “ from the 
cheerful ways of men” was quite “cut 
off,” his thoughts have been the more 
turned inward. 

He is recognized asa bold and inde- 
pendent thiaker on theological and phil 
vsophical questions, and there is proba- 
bly no man among Southern Baptists, 
whose opinions are more sought and 
respected. 


Much of his life has been spent in the 
laborious and useful service of an Agent. 
He was, at one time, Agent fur Colum- 
bian College, afterwards he represented 
the Baptist Publication Society, located 


in Charleston ; for several years he was 


associated with the late, but now saint— 
ed, Dr. James B. Taylor, as Secretary of 
the Foreign Mission Board of ‘tlie Con 
vention, and since the war, he has raised 
a hundred thousand dollars for Rich- 
mond College, Va. 

Dr. Poindexter is a vigorous writer, 
an able preacher, and as-a platform 
speaker has few cquals in_ the country. 

The most eloquent and pewerful 
speech we ever heard from the lips of 
wan was made by him in the Capitol in 
Raleigh, before the Baptist State Con 
vention, in 1856, on the subject of edu- 
cation. No one who heard that speech 
will ever forget ic its; influence was felt 
all over the State, and an impetus was 
then given which secured tur Wake 
Forest College an enduwment of a hun- 
dred thousand dollars. 

Dr. Poindexter is now a pastor in 
Piedmont, Va. 


REV. J. L. M. CURRY, L. L. D., OF RICH- 
MOND, VA. 


ar. Curry is a native of Georgia, but for 
many years practiced law in Alabama, 
snd represented that State in the Con- 
gress of the United States, and the Con- 
tederate States. His great ability was 
universally recognized, and Mr. Greeley 
pronounced him in 1860, “the coming 
man of Congress.” He was the author 
ot that spirited and eloquent address 
sent forth to the people of the South by 
the Confederate Congress, just before 
the close of the war. 

In 1868, on returning from an exten- 
ded tour in Europe, he accepted the 
chair of English in Richmond collge, 
and has lectured extensvely in that 
State on the subject of education gen- 
erally, and specially on the importance 
of the critical and scientific study of 
English in otf schools and colleges. 

Dr. Curry is still a young man, not 
more than forty-five. He entered the 
ministry since the war, and while a 
preacher of much power, he is more 
distinguished as a platform speaker 
and our people may promise themselves 
a rich treat in hearing him on some of 
the important questions which will 
claim the attention of the Convention. 

Dr. Curry has been invited to the 
pulpits of several large churches and 
has been called to the presidercy of 
Mercer University, at Macon, Ga., and 
Georgetown College, Ky., but feels it 
his duty to remain where hceis, and 
build up Richmond College. 


BrsLE Mass MEETING.—-The Bible 
mass meeting under the auspices of the 
Wake County Bible Society, held at the 
Baptist Church on Sunday afternoon, 
was largely attended. 

Thos. H. Selby, Esq , President of the 
Society, occupied the Chair. The de- 
votional exercises were conducted by 
the Rev. Dr. Pritchard, Pastor of the 
Church. 


The Rev. P. A. Strobel, Bible Agent 
for the State, delivered an address in 
which he sct forth the character and 
aims of the American Bible Society and 
urged its claims upon the confidence 
and co-operation of all Christians. 

The Hon. D. M Barringer endorsed 
the views presented by the Agent, and 
urged the necessity of circulating the 
Bible amongst the people ag the best 
means of maintaining good order and 
extending the blessings of christianity 
and a high civilization. 

The Rev. Dr. Atkinson, Pastor of the 
Presbyterian Church, in a short, but 
spirited address, added his testimony 
to the claims of the Bible Society and 
spoke in very complimentary terms 
of the labors of the State Agent in 
prosecuting his mission amongst our 
people. 

The Rev. Dr. Pritchard wished to 
endorse what the State Agent had said, 
especially as to the non-secticnal char- 
acter of the American Bible Society. 
During the late war, he had obtained 
through Mr. Getam, of Baltimore, grant 
of 75,000 copies of the Scriptures tor 
the use of the Southern army, and dur- 
ing the great revival amongst the South. 
ern troops in 1863, the Confederate so}- 
diers could be seen sittiog around their 
camp-fires, reading the Bibles which 
had been donated by the American Bi- 
ble Society. 

The impressions made by this meeting 
were very favorable, and it is confident- 
ly believed that the Wake County Bible 
Society is about to enter upon a career 
of great usefulness and success.

Fires of Vesuvius Abating—The 

Heavens Darkened by Smoke and 


Ashes—‘Terribie Devastation— Loss 
of Life. 


NaPLeEs, April 29. 


The fires of Vesuvius are slackening. 
A new crater opened near Searsigna to- 
day, but with every tresh opening now 
the violence of eruption seems to abate. 
Yesterday, the entire mountain was 
concealed from sight by the smoke 
which settled around it. This morning 
the heavens were darkened by dense 
clouds of smoke and ashes, and the 
strony wind carried showers of burping 
cinders and old scoria as far as Scafate 
and Palermo. Precaution was taken ¢o 
flood the government powder magazine 
at Scafate. A volume of stream lava 
near San Sebastion is sixteen feet deep. 
The village is stillin danger. Devasta- 
tion has been terrible; thousands of 
acres of cultivated lands have been 
overwhelmed by ashes and lava, and 
vineyards and farms are buried out of 
sight. The loss of life must have been 
heavy, but it is impossible to ascertain 
the number of victims. 


New York Affairs. 
New York, April 29. 


The Committee of the Georgia Leg- 
islature, which has been in this city for 
the past three weeks, examining and 
registering bonds issued and negotiated 
during Ex-Gov. Bullock’s term of office, 
concluded their labors in New York on 
Saturday. The Committee has ob 
tained anid registered nearly ten million 
doilars in Georgia State and Railroad 
bonds, all of which were held in this 
city and vicinity, and on Thursday and 
Saturday the sworn testimony, taken 
before the American Consuls in Europe, 
was received trom foreign holders, of 
about four million dollars in bonds. 

This makes a total registration of

PROF. ALEXANDER McIVER. 

A few dayssince we published an 
article signed “Liberal Democrats,” 
suggesting the name of the above 
mentioned gentleman as a suitable can- 
didate for the office of Superintendent 
of Public Instruction. The article was 
written under the impression, as we 
were informed by the gentleman who 
handed it to us, that Mr. McIver was a 
Liberal Republican, and in full accord 
with the Cincinnati movement. 

We are in receipt of a note from him 
defining bis position, in which he states 
that he isa Republican and will sup- 
port the Republican State tickct. He 
compliments Governor Caldwell and 
adds : 


“While therefore I shall _ regret 
that part of the work of the 
Raleigh nominating Convention which 
was clone for personal ends, I shall en- 
dorse the balance and vote for Tod R. 
Caldwell and the ticket.” 


This is a little muddy, but weinfer that 
he means that he will vote for all the 
Radical nominees except Rev. James 
Reid, as he has before publicly dcclared 
he will not vote for him. 

We presume, therefore, with that 
single! exception, he endorses all 
the,Radical candidates and the “balance 
of the work.” If we are correct in this, 
the learned Professor takes his place in 
the ranks of the Radicals, and instead 
of being a “Liberal Republican” he is 
only a disappointed aspirant, who, be- 
cause he was deteated before the Rad- 
ical Convention, will not support his 
successful competitor. Viewing his 
conduct in that lhght, we shall defer 
farther comment for the present. 

No man who endorses Tod R. Cald- 
well and the work of the Radical Con- 
vention deserves any consideration at 
the hands of the Greensboro Conven- 
tion. 

It would be an insult to that body to 
suggest the name of Mr. McIver for any 
position on the Greensboro State ticket, 
after his unblushing avowal of the Rad- 
ical policy. 

In this connection we would state 
that we have received two communi- 
cations, one signed “ Liberal Conserva- 
vives” and the other “ Bourbon Demo- 

crats ” recommending that,in case the 
Greensboro Convention should adopt 
the policy of nominating any Liberal 
Republican, Professor McIver would be 
a suitable man to be nominated for the 
position of Superintendent of Public 
Instruction. We declined to publish 
either communication, because his name 
had already been suggested* and we 
thought enough prominence had been 
given the matter, Before 
receiving Professor MclIver’s note,

fect that we did not endorse the policy 
of putting forward such men, but that 
the article was inserted at the request 
of some personal and _ political friends, 
who thought it not impossible that our 
Convention might decide to give the 
nomination to some Liberal Republican, 
on the ground that the office of Super- 
iatendent of Public Instruction was non- 
partisan in its character. 


WILL THE GREENSBORO CON- 
VENTION NOMINATE A MAN 
UNDER DISABILITIES? 

We have so decidedly expressed our 
conviction on this subject, that we deem 
it barely necessary to allude to it again. 
But at the risk of being considered im- 
portunate, we feel is our duty at this 
time, now that the Convention meets 
to-morrow, to sound the warning once 
avain, because all protest is unavail- 
ing after the fatal error is committed. 

We think this warning the more neces 
sary at this time because we have learned 
there are several distinguished and in 
fluential gentlemen in North Carolina 
1 who hold that by a late decision of the 
Supreme Court ot the United States 
the disabilities imposed by the Four- 
teenth Amendment of the Constitution 
lof the United States are done away 
with and that all persons in the South 
are clegible to office. 

This opinion is considered fallacious 
by most of the lawyers who have ex- 
pressed an opinion on the subject. Even 
the New York World, which seems to 
have fallen into a remarkable error on 
this point, has ceased to contend for its 
first position, as its arguments were 
completely overthrown by several lead- 
ing Democratic papers—especially the 
Richmond Dispateh, and St. Lotiis Re 
publican, both of which proved beyond 
the shadow of a doubt that the decis- 
ion ot the Supreme Court in reference 
to pardons did not extend to the remo- 
val of political disabilities. 

We regard the positiow of the Dis- 
patch and the Republican ss unanswera- 
ble, and based upon conclusions that 
are irresistible. 

Both Senators Thurman, of Ohio, and 
Rayard of Delaware, two of the ablest 
lawyers of the United States, both 
Democrats hold that the Courts have no 
jurisdiction to look into the validity of 
the Fourteenth Amendment. 

We copy from the debate in the Sen- 
ate last Tuesday : 


Mr. Bayard: I donot believe it is in 
the power of Congress to create any 
class of offences which are unpardona- 
ble under the Constitution of the Uni- 
ted States by the President ‘except the 
class of cases by impeachment. The 
fact of pardon restores the person par- 
doned to all his rights of property, to 
all his political franchises and privi- 


leges. 

Mr. Morton: As if he had never been 
guilty? 
_ Mr. Bayard: With the exception, of 
course, of disabilities imposed by the four- 
teenth amendment. Ido not speak of that 
T hat is part of the Constitution of the 
conntry. 


Mr. Thurman holdst the same ground, 
and says no lawyercan deny the valid 
ity of the Fourteenth Amendment. He. 
says that “it is like a law lobbied 
through a Legislature which was as 
truly a law and binding upon the peo- 
ple of a State as any other law not 
withstanding it might oweits passage 
to bribery and corruption.” 

After the above explicit opinions 
from two of the most eminent lawyers 
in the Union, will the Democratic Con- 
vention at Greensboro consider the 
claims of any person under disabilities ? 
Have we not had enough of that sort 
of thing, in the name of conscience ?

ABBOTT AND RANSOM. 

The public press, both North and 
South, is denouncing the impudence of 
Abbott in asserting his claim to a seat 
in the Senate of the United States, for 
which he only received about one-third 
; of the number of votes cast. In his 
speech before the Radical Convention 
in this city, Abbott returned his thanks 
for the endorsement of his claims by 
the “Republicans of North Carolina,” 
and stated that when he carried to 
Washington City the tidings that 
he was sustained by bis political friends 
in North Carolina, he had no doubt 
that the Senate of the United States 
would at once admit him to his sea; in 
that body. At this announcment there 
was tremendous applause by the dele 
gates, 

Speaking of the Abbott-Ransom case, 
the Washington Patriot says : 


“There 1s nothing new whatever about 
Abb ott’s case. It wasa naked and well- 
understoo1 fraud at the very begining 
—sayon the 4th of March, 1871— 
when, after having received only one - 
third of the votes cast by the Legisla. 
ture, he had the assurance to present 
himself at the bar of the Senate, and 
claim, like the spurious Tichborne, to 
be the rightful heir to this high trust. 
It was quite easy to have adjudicated 
his case in a week after the Senate then 
met, even if business was delayed. 
That bodv sat for months, and had 
plenty, of leisure in the spring of 1871 
to act On a questson which was indis- 
putable of the highest privilege’ Yet 
they permitted ali that session to pass 
Without action, and they have 
allowed nearly five months of this ses- 
sion to pass without according repre 
sentation to North Carolina. This bus- 
iness of dlishonestly denying a seat to a 
Demociatic State, and huating up a 
pretext for fraudulently appropriating 
it to an impudent partisan of their tac- 
tion, is but a part of a general system 
of morality of which the country is 
weary, and deserves, as it has received, 


almost universal condemnation. It-is, 
however, cause for congratulation that 
the Old North State has had justice

devolve upon him asa Senacor of the 
United States.
